Vote in House of Commons Shows the 


Trend of Opinion. 


London, Feb. 22.— John Redmond's 
amendment 
to the address in reply 
to the speech from th** throne was de­ 
feated in the house of commons last 
night by a % c ie of 286 to 236, after an 
exhaustive deb ate occupying two days 
and affording an op portunity to rep­ 
resentatives of the sev* ral parties and 
factions to express their views on the 
Irish situation. 
The am endm ent de­ 
clared, in effect, th a t 
“ th e present 
system of government (of Ireland) is 
opposed to the will o f the Irish peo­ 
ple.” 
The net result of the debate 
showed that all agreed that the pres­ 
ent system of governm ent of Ireland 
is unsatisfactory, but there was a dis­ 
tinct disagreement concerning meth­ 
ods by 
which discontent 
might be 
abated and Ireland cease to be a d is­ 
t i l l i n g clem ent in the politics of the 
"United Kingdom. 
T he announcement of the division 
Showing an u nex pectedly larg e red uc­ 
tion of the 
governm ent’s 
majority, 
was greeted w ith prolonged opposition 
and Irish cheers.

that has ever 
been witnessed in the mining section 
of Alabama, 
Of the miners who en ­ 
tered the mines Monday afternoon so 
far only fifty bodies have been recov­ 
ered. 
As um e grows, notwithstanding 
the titanic efforts on the part of the 
rescuers to reach the entombed men. 
the recovery already ot so many dead 
bodies precludt * any idea that any liv­ 
ing men remain am ong the unfortu­ 
nates still in the rn.ne. 
With th** first ominous grumble of 
the corning catastrophe, by common 
impulse ev* ry citizen «>f the model 
mine v lage of Virginia rushed to the 
mouth of the main slope. 
Crazed then 
with anxiety, today’s abject hopeless­ 
ness of rescuing their fathers, broth­ 
ers and sons, has only increased the 
harrowing scenes around the mines. 
The corpses ar*' frightfully mangled 
and disfigured and identification is al­ 
most. impossible. 
Many of them are 
so badly bruised and tw isted and dis­ 
colored that negroes cannot be told 
from whit** men 
The wailing and 
moaning of the 
women and children whose unfortu­ 
nate relatives wore in the mine has 
been the most heartrending feature of 
the disaster. 
One hundred families 
and ".OO children arc left destitute and 
without means of support by the cal­ 
amity, and they are of th** best class 
of minim: families in Alabama. 
As the bodies of the victims, which 
in many car-* s have been gathered to­ 
g e th e r a p’cco at a tim e are brought 
to the surface they are placed in rows 
on a rough improvised platform and 
am bulances have begun th** removal 
of those so far recovered to Bessemer. 
Since the list of dead will probably 
go to D’", the local undertakers have 
wired to adjoining cities for coffins, as 
it w as found there w ere not enough 
suitable coffins in the district to bury 
the victims. 
T he work of the diggers at the mine 
has been aa inspiration ti* the specta- 
tors, and everyone has done all in his 
power to facilitate the work of rescue. 
The excavation of the debris has been 
handicapped from the start. 
The foul 
gases which had collected in the slope 
made 
necessary the 
use 
of 
safety 
lamps, and it was found that less than 
a score of safety lamps w’ore availa­ 
ble 
in 
the 
district. 
Union 
miners 
were sent to the scene from practical­ 
ly every mining camp within a radius 
of twenty-five miles of Virginia City 
to aid in the work of rescue. 
Out of the fifty bodies recovered up 
to this time one was found which was 
barely alive. 
The body was carefully 
taken from the mine and heroic m eth­ 
ods resorted to to bring the man to 
consciousness. 
He is still alive, but 
scant hope is held out for his recov­ 
ery. 
President Flynn of the Alabama 
United Mine W orkers said: 
“I shall 
be surprised if a single person e s ­ 
capes alive from that mine 
Ventila­ 
tion is very difficult, and if the men 
were not killed by the explosion they 
have certainly been suffocated by the 
gases.
